Chain Breaks Away 
From Industry Group, 
Will Reopen 28 


Stores Wednesday— 
$16.50 in Wage Rises. 


Twenty-eight A&P food stores 
in St. Louis and St. Louis coun- 
ty will reopen Wednesday, end- 
ing a meat cutters’ strike which 
began last Jan. 14. However, 
Meat Cutters’ Local 88 began 
picketing National Food Stores 
yesterday several hours after 
ratifying the A&P agreement. 

A&P broke away from the in- 
dustry-wide bargaining group 
last week and the new contract 
covers only its 176 meat depart- 
ment employes. The new con- 
tract, accepted by the union in 
a meeting at Kiel Auditorium, 
calls for a $16.50-a-week wage 
increase over a 39-month period, 
and other benefits. 

‘Pay Incentive’ Dropped. 

Nicholas M. Blassie, union 
president, abandoned a deter- 
mined effort to obtain a ‘‘pay in- 
centive” plan from A & P, a 
plan described by an industry 
spokesman as a “work load” 
clause. 

At the outset of the strike, 
Blassie charged A & P with 
being “the gross violator of

test over dismissal of meat department employes after beginning of union's strike against

Both National and the Kroger 
Co. had laid off meat depart- 
ment employes at the beginning 
of the A&P strike, saying that 
‘‘a strike against one is a strike 
against all.” 

National and Kroger each re- 
opened meat departments in six 
stores recently, saying the de- 
partments were being manned by 
supervisory employes. 

Clerks Cross Lines. 


Retail clerks were going 
through the meat cutters’ picket 
lines at National stores. How- 


_ ever, no deliveries were being 


made because union Teamsters 
were observing the picket line at 
the warehouse. 

Louis J. Renschen, business 
agent for the clerks, said he 
had advised his people to go to 
work until it could be detér- 
mined whether the picket lines 
were “‘legal.”’ He said the situa- 
tion was confusing. 

The meat cutters began ne- 
gotiating with National on an 
individual basis about 6 p.m. 
yesterday. The session lasted un- 
til after 3 a.m. at the Chase 
Hotel. Negotiations were to be 
resumed today. 

Blassie had been seeking to 
bargain individually with the 
stores since shortly after the be- 
ginning of the strike. He said 
that A. & P. officials came to 
him last weekend and expressed 
a desire to bargain individually. 

‘Kroger and National had been 
holding A. & P.’s coat while A. 
& P. did the fighting,” Blassie 
said. “I guess A. & P. figured 
they would like to hold some- 
body’s coat for a while.” 

The new A&P contract, which 
is retroactive to last Nov. l, 
provides for an immediate $5.50

The 
United States will not pull its 
troops out of Europe until this 
and other vital stages in any 
East-West disarmament agree- 
ment are completed, with the 
West also stating that an inter- 
national force will be needed to 
keep the peace even after both 
sides have cut their forces to 
police levels. 

In rejecting the Western pro- 
posal that outer space be de- 
clared off limits for weapons of 
destruction before any are built 
and shot beyond the earth’s at- 
mosphere, Roschin declared that

Other subcommittee sources 
said this transaction involved 
award of a lease contract to 
‘furnish space for a _ federal 
‘agency to a supposed corpor-

Some of your readers may have 
some erroneous notions about the 
Northwest high school. This high 
school is ideally located. True, it is 
one half mile from the city limits, 
but three of the schools in the area 
it is to serve, the Baden, Herzog 
and Walnut Park, are just as close 
or closer.

Richmond Heights 
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A Decision on Schools 


Are St. Louisans willing to give more than 
-lip service to the principle of free public 
education? 

This is the basic issue to be resolved at 
Tuesday’s special election. The answer must 
be strongly in the affirmative if the school 
system is to meet the legitithate demands that 
this generation of youngsters is making on it. 

The needs of the schools are clear, and the 
case for meeting them now is compelling. 
Parents and taxpayers who rise to their re- 
sponsibilities as free citizens deciding the 
future of public education in St. Louis will 
vote: |

For the $1.77 Levy. This would represent 
a 26-cent increase over the rate now in effect, 
Most of the added revenue would go directly 
into the Instruction department, largely @# 
pay teachers sufficiently attractive salaries 
that they will stay with the system. Most 
suburban schools offer teachers better ,pay 
and superior working conditions. If St. Louis’s 
102,000 youngsters are to continue to enjoy 
first-class educational opportunities, 
parents will have to see to it that teachers’ 
salaries are made competitive with salary 
scales in the suburbs. 


For the $24,297,000 Construction Loan. Rap- 
idly rising enrollments make it necessary to 
build 14 new elementary schools, make addi- 
tions to 11 others, build a new Northwest 
high, put up additions at Southwest and Mc- 
Kinley and carry out a general modernization. 
program in many other structures. These 
needs, based on detailed studies carried out 
by the Instruction department, have been 
checked and double-checked by Governmental 
Research Institute, a privately-operated fact- 
finding organization of unquestioned integ- 
rity. The needs are genuine. 

For the $5,238,000 Fire-Safety Loan. A city 
ordinance adopted in the wake of the Chicago 
parochial school fire tragedy requires that 
St. Louis’s older school buildings meet the 
same standards of fire-safety that new build- 
ings must meet. Only 30 of the city’s 163 
school structures now meet those standards. 
This loan would assure that children attend- 
ing the older schools would enjoy the same 
protection against fire as those attending the 
new fire-safe buildings. 
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These are the issues, and they would exist 
even if the School Board included the city’s 
12 top citizens and the Building department 
were staffed with employes and craftsmen 
hired under a system of pure merit. The time 
to improve the Board is a year from now 
when the terms of four of its members expire, 
and the time to reform the Building depart- 
ment is the moment seven reform-minded 
members take office. But those are not the 
issues Tuesday. 

Defeat of the levy and the two loan propo- 
sitions will not affect the composition of the 
Board nor will it change policies in the Build- 
ing department. The only ones who would 
suffer would be the children, their parents 
and the good name of the community. 


Surely St. Louisans will meet their obliga- 
tion to support the schools. Surely they will 
support the $1.77 rate and the two bond 
issues. 


Convention Post for Bolling? 


On the basis of his record in the House dur- 
ing the last 11 years Representative Richard 
Bolling of Kansas City is the sort of young 
man who should have a future in politics. He 
is only 43 years old and for several years has 
been high in the favor of Speaker Rayburn; 
he has been mentioned as a possible successor 
to Rayburn, who is 78. Now there is increas- 
ing talk of assigning Mr. Bolling to the post 
of permanent chairman of the Democratic 
National Convention. Mr. Rayburn, who has 
presided over the last three conventions, has 
withdrawn from consideration this year. 

As convention chairman Mr. Bolling would 
have a chance to display his parliamentary 
skill before a nationwide television audience. 
If he were successful it would be a big boost 
to his career, whether that lies in the direc- 
tion of advancement in the House or in some 
other direction. He might at some future 
time challenge either Senator Hennings or 
Senator Symington; the fact that both Mis- 
souri Senators are. from the St. Louis area 


would give see oe advantage. Mr. 
Bolling has indérsed. ator Symington for 
the Democratic presidential nomination, which 
might raise a question as to whether as 
chairman he could be impartial. But this in- 
dorsement should not disqualify him. 

If Mr. Bolling should get the post Missouri 
would be well-publicized during the conven- 
tion, since presumably Representative Can- 
non of Elsberry will again be parliamentarian. 
Mr. Cannon, who is 80, has become familiar 
to television audiences through his conven- 
tion activities.

Why We Need More Airlift 


One of the principal factors in determining 
the nation’s ability to handle a limited war 
emergency, ranging from another Korea to 
another Lebanon, is the adequacy of airlift 
for moving the Army to far corners of the 
world. The Army has long pointed out that 
if it does not have enough planes set aside 
to move speedily and supply at least one 
division, it is badly crippled. 

For that reason, the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee is hearing witnesses on the 
airlift, question, and the Army and Air Force 
are now in the middle of a training exercise 
in which a division is being airlifted to Puerto 
Rico. But preparations for the exercise had 
been under way for six months so it will have 
little significance as to the capability of the 
Military ‘Air Transport Service to carry out 
an emergency airlift on 24 hours’ notice. 

The Air Force has long held that MATS, 
which girdles the globe, lacks sufficient planes 
and that 90 per cent of those which it does 
have are obsolescent. With the Air Force want- 
ing all MATS planes for itself, and the Army 
having none definitely earmarked for it, 
there seems to be ample proof that the de- 
fense establishment has a serious deficiency 
here. Many witnesses have so testified in 
Congress in the last few days and in previous 
sessions back to the late 1940s. 

So the weakness of our defense establish- 
ment is a double one. We are lacking in what 
is needed to deter an all-out nuclear war and 
also in what is needed to guard against 
brushfire wars. Yet the two go hand in hand. 
For if we deter an aggressor from launching 
a total war, there is. always the chance that 
he.will make use of the threat of a little war.

Force there would be no reason for having 
to choose between total war and local failure. 
It would be cheap insurance if we possessed 
the airlift that is needed. 


Votes Will Not Help Berlin 


Although Chancellor Adenauer has fre- 
peated his suggestion that West Berlin be 
polled on the question of continuing its pres- 
ent status, there seems to be no great enthu- 
siasm for the idea in Washington or any other 
Western capital. Dr. Adenauer would hold 
this referendum. before the opening of the 
summit conference on May 16, and he says 
he is sure that the vote would be 90 per cent 
in favor of continuing as an island of Western 
democracy inside Communist East Germany, 
instead of yielding to Russian Premier 
Khrushchev’s insistence to an end of the post- 


war allied occupation. 


~ Freely granting that the election returns 
would be just what Dr. Adenauer expects, it 
is doubtful that they would add much to the 
strength of the allied position in the discus- 
sions with the Soviet premier. Mayor Brandt 
and the citizens of West Berlin already have 
made their attitude clear enough. Even an 
election in East Germany on the reunifica- 
tion of the divided country surely would re- 
sult in a repudiation of the government im- 
posed by Russian power. That is why Moscow 
is so reluctant about a free plebiscite. The 
Russians know well enough that East Berlin 
is under Communist rule only by virtue of 
the advance of the Red Army in World War 
Il. The Western occupation rests on the same 
stark authority. 


Fifteen years after the war’s end, it cer- 
tainly is desirable to normalize this situation, 
to make it less dependent on a balance of 
Eastern and Western power. This will be 
explored at the summit, especially since in 
Washington Dr. Adenauer somewhat relaxed 
his opposition to negotiations with Russia. But 
if Premier Khrushchev should prove to be 
ready for a change—and that seems doubtful 
—it will not be because of a plebiscite. The 
Hungarians made it clear that they. did not 
want a Russian-dominated Communist regime, 
but the Hungarians still are under Red rule. 
If the Berlin situation is improved, it will be 
done not by votes, but by skillful diplomacy, 


Asset and Liability 


President Eisenhower’s indorsement of 
Vice President Nixon for the Republican 
presidential nomination is timely from the 
party’s viewpoint. It comes as polls show 
Senator Kennedy and Mr. Nixon running 
about even in voter popularity, and as Mr. 
Kennedy tries hard to establish a bandwagon 
psychology in support of his nomination as 
the Democratic candidate. The backing of the 
popular President should help Mr. Nixon, but 
it has its drawbacks, too. 


For example, Mr. Nixon may find it expedi- 
ent to advocate a larger defense program 
than Mr. Eisenhower’s, and in this case the 
“Eisenhower - Nixon Administration” label 
might be hurtful. Mr. Nixon has shown signs 
of wanting to disavow the policies of Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Benson, and here again 
the identification of Mr. Nixon with the Ad- 
ministration might be detrimental to the Vice 
President. Mr. Benson knows how the Vice 
President feels; he at first declined to follow 


Mr. Eisenhower’s.lead, but then, with seeming. 


reluctance, gave a. half-hearted indorsement 
to Mr. Nixon. 


Mr. Nixon also wants to break away Jm 
the Administration in the field of social 
welfare. He is reported urging House Re- 
publicans to liberalize the party record by 
supporting school construction and old-age 
hospitalization bills. This has aroused the 
opposition of G.O.P. conservatives. 


How much of Mr. Eisenhower’s popularity 
will rub off on Mr. Nixon is a question that 
cannot be answered until the fall. 


Three Years for the Bottoms 


The Aldermen have moved with commend- 
able promptness to grant a three-year exten- 
sion of the Industrial Park Corp.’s lease-option 
on Columbia Bottoms. This gives the corpora- 
tion until mid-1964 to nail down a project 
that could mean as many as 50,000 new jobs 
for the St: Louis metropolitan area and per- 
haps a 25 per cent increase in St. Louis 
county’s ability to support good schools and 
other public services. 

What happens next? That is largely up to 
the corporation, a.not-for-profit organization 
put together by the Chamber of Commerce 
to help spur the $t. Louis area’s lagging eco- 
nomic growth. The corporation will have to 
obtain options on land needed to provide 
railroad and highway access to the Bottoms. 
Presumably this will be a matter of private 
negotiation. 

At the same time, leaders of local govern- 
ment in St. Louis county—Supervisor McNary 
especially—ought to be thinking of ways to 
help promote the project. One way would be 
through public participation in the form of 
a bond issue of $10,000,000 or so for levees, 
interior roads, a sewage system and other 
physical improvements necessary before a 
single industry could move in. 


Public financing would speed the project 
immeasurably. What is more, the new taxable 
wealth that would be created and the new 
jobs it would support surely would tend to 
make a public borrowing largely self-liquidat- 
ing. If Mr. McNary would appoint a commit- 
tee to advise him how this could be accom- 


plished, he would be exerting the informed 


leadership that the economic needs of the 
community demand,

Between Book Ends The Last Great Indian 


FROM WHERE THE SUN NOW 
STANDS, by Will Henry. (Random, 
279 pgs., $3.95.) 


This is the fictionalized account of 
the last major Indian war. in the 
United States—the Nez Perce War of 
1877, one of the greatest strategic 
retreats in the annals of warfare. 


The Nez Perce, rather than be con-. 


fined to their north Idaho reservation, 
and led by their chief, Joseph, at- 
tempted a flight to Canada, closely 
pursued by United States cavalry and 
infantry troops. 

The Nez Perce entered Montana over 
the tortuous Lola Trail, went up the 
Bitterroot Valley, then turned south- 
east into the Yellowstone Park region. 
But the telegraph was their undoing. 

General Nelson A. Miles at Fort 
Keogh was forewarned and headed the 
Nez Perce off in the Bear Paw Moun- 
tains. After a masterly 1600 mile re- 
treat, encumbered by women, children 
and a large band of horses, Chief Jo- 
seph finally surrendered, when he said: 
“From where the sun now stands, I 
will fight no more forever.” 

In this account of the Nez Perce 
war, Will Henry tells how these peace- 
able and prosperous people were op- 
pressed and persecuted, misunderstood 
and badgered, beyond endurance and 
almost beyond honor, yet avoided war 
until fateful forces pushed them into 


it. With fine research and thorough 
examination, the author tells of that 
dramatic. struggle, the last great In- 
dian war on this continent.

MATHEMATICS IN EVERYDAY 
THINGS, by William C, Vergara. 
(Harper, 301 pgs., $3.95.) 


There is a tendency among those of 
us who do not have “a mathematical 
inclination’’ to suppose that the sub- 
ject is either too dull or too incom- 
prehensible to be worth pursuing. 
*‘Mathematics in Everyday Things” 
shows us very quickly that math can 
be of interest to‘all. Vergara uses a 
series of questions and answers to ex- 
pose the mathematical principles. in- 
volved in ordinary experiences. By 
asking, and answering, such questions 
as “Do any rivers run uphill?’’, ‘‘Is 
the number 13 unlucky?’’, or “How 
many stars Can a telescope see?’’— 
the author provides a genial book that 
is interesting and instructive at the 
same time. The answers are graciously 
written in a way that is easily under- 
stood with a minimum mathematical 
knowledge. John M. Keeling

In the second place 
they have a right to peaceable assem- 
bly without being held to account for it. 


If in the green hills of New Hamp- 
shire or anywhere else there is any 
subversive action, let the accused be 
ferreted out -and tried on specific 
charges for treason. Short of that it is 
the American way to let them alone. 


New Hampshire may think it makes 
itself strong by keeping this harmless, 
elderly idealist behind bars with com- 
mon criminals. Actually in doing so 
New Hampshire is revealing a sickness 
of mind and soul. The state will be a 
lot stronger again if it shakes off this 
darkness, and uses its right of clem- 
ency to set Dr. Uphaus free. 


If just one million Americans inter- 
ested in the preservation of our form 
of government sounded the “V” on 
their horns as they went to vote 99 
percent of the voters in America would 
be reminded. 

Not enough to be annoying, once as 
you pass a farm home and once in 
each town block—and surely a re- 
minder to do your patriotic duty 
couldn’t be too annoying. 

Spread the word. Have your organ- 
ization spread the word. Sound the 
“V” for “Vote” on election day and 
thus remind every American of his 
solemn duty.

MAX WEBER, AN INTELLECTUAL 
PORTRAIT, by Reinhard Bendix. 
(Doubleday, 480 pgs., $5.75.) 


Perhaps more than any other man, 
the German social thinker Max Weber 
set the stage on which behavioral 
scientists today view the conflicts be- 
tween individual. and society. His 
theory and methodology are taught 
throughout the world, and his soci- 
ological studies of power, of religion, 
and of law are regarded as classics. 
His best known work, ‘‘The Protestant 
Ethic and the Spirit of Capitalism,” 
won him a readership far beyond the 
professional circle, partly because it 
is one of the few convincing counter- 
arguments to Marxist determinism. 


Despite all this, it has been difficult 
to see Weber whole. Translation has 
been partial and unsystematic, giving 
a fragmentary picture. Here this 
obstacle is removed, for Dr. Bendix, 
German-born and currently head of 


the Department of Sociology at the 


University of California, follows 
Weber’s intellectual track from begin- 
ning to end. His book is a clear and 
sensitive probe into the chambers of 
a significant mind, for people with a 
general interest as well as profes- 
sionals.

guitar. Inside the gallery were 
some 400 chairs, and in the en- 
suing melee many found them- 
selves standing against walls and 
in entrance-ways; others, de- 
moralized by the competition, 
beat a retreat; the remainder 
sat, crouched or knelt upon ev- 
ery available inch of floor.. 


The performer presented what 
he described as a cross-section 
of minstrel singing. 

Dyer-Bennet divided his pro- 
gram into seven sections, each 
devoted to a country or a style. 
Before the intermission, he of- | 
fered folk music from the British 
Isles, Elizabethan court music 
and a French group. Following 
the intermission came a_ short 
section for solo guitar, a trio of 
German songs, a number of 
children’s selections and, in clos- 
ing, five American songs. 

It was an ample program, 


'carefully proportioned, and elo- 


quently projected. Dyer-Bennet’s | 
voice, light and airy in its qual- | 
ity and true to the pitch, is ideal- 
ly suited to the material he em- 
ploys. His diction is clear, and 
his guitar-playing is highly pol- 
ished. But Dyer-Bennet’s as- 
sets are more than technical. 


Ordinarily, a folk song recital 
constitutes a prolonged study in 
musical anesthesia, for almost 
all of the songs are of strophic 
construction, and, since a large 
number of them go into extra | 
innings before being retired, the | 
ensuing monotony exerts a cer- 
tain strain upon the patience. | 

Dyer-Bennet avoided this trap 
by altering the character of the 
different verses with the most 
artful variations in timbre, tem- | 
po, dynamics and the inflection | 
of the accompaniment. 


Included among the art-songs | 
on the program were ‘‘Wohin’”’ 


from Schubert’s “Schone Mul- 
lerin,”’ ‘“‘I Care Not for These 
Ladies’ of Campion, and

Deaf Author Joined 
Her in 1914. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., March 
21 (AP) — Polly Thomson, for 
many years the eyes and ears 
of Helen Keller, died last night 
in Bridgeport hospital after a 
long illness. She was 75 years 
old. 

Miss Thomson, who came to 
the United States from Scotland 
in 1913, became secretary-com- 
panion to the blind and deaf 
writer in 1914. She lived with 
Miss Keller at the latter’s home 
in Easton, Conn. 

Describing how she interpreted 
to Miss Keller, Miss Thomson 


once explained: 


“Miss Keller, holds my right 
hand loosely with her right hand 
and I form letters with my fin- 
gers. Sometimes, of course, she 
reads with her fingers on my 
lips.”’ 

They frequently attended the 
theater together. Miss Thomson 
was able to interpret at the rate 
of 85 words a minute, giving 
essentials of the dialogue and 
describing the stage settings and 
movements of the players. 

Miss Thomson was the second 
of Miss Keller’s boon compan- 
ions to die. The first was her 
teacher, Mrs. Anne Sullivan 
Macy, who died in 1936. 

The three women once formed 
a household that functioned nor- 
mally despite varied handicaps, 
including Mrs. Macy’s failing 
eyesight in her latter years. 

Reading the morning news- 
paper was a three-way proposi- 
tion. Miss Thomson propped ‘the 
newspaper in front of her at the 
breakfast table and read from 
it. Mrs. Macy listened and 
passed on the news to Miss Kel- 
ler with her fingertips. 

In 1937, Miss Thomson became 
a naturalized citizen of the 
United States with Miss Keller 


at her side as a character wit- 


ness. That same year they went 
to Japan at the invitation of the 
Japanese government. 

Invitations then flowed from 
governments and organizations 
throughout the world devoted to 
the welfare of the blind, deaf and 
deaf-blind. Miss Thomson and 
Miss Keller toured the Far East 
and Australia, New Zealand, 
India and the Middle East, South 
Africa, South and Central Ameri- 
ca, Europe, Scandinavia and Ice- 
land. 

Miss Keller will be 80 in June.

SEA COLLISION FATAL 
10 2 UNDER INQURY 


NORFOLK, Va., March 21 
(AP)—The Navy today contin- 
ued an investigation of a col- 
lision in which a Swedish freight- 
er rammed a destroyer escort 
and almost tore it in two. 

Two reservist crewmen of the 
U.S.S. Darby died and another 
was seriously injured when the 
prow of the Soya-Atlantic knifed 
into the starboard side of the 
naval vessel Saturday night at 
the mouth of Chesapeake bay. 

The weather was clear and 
the captain of the Darby is re- 
ported to have been on the 
bridge at the time of the col- 
lision at 7:59 p.m. 

When it was over, all that con- 
nected the Darby’s forward and 
after sections was about 10 feet 
of steel. A 25-foot gash extended 
three quarters of the way across 
its decks and all the way down 
to its keel. 

Lawyers for the Soya-Atlantic, 
which had been outbound for 
Venezuela, said the merchant 
ship came at the Darby from 
the starboard side, was showing 
its port light, and that the Dar- 
by’s task was “to keep out of 
the way.” 

The Navy, however, detained 
the slightly damaged freighter 
here until it can complete an 
inquiry by a special board that 
began after the Darby was 
towed slowly into drydock be- 
fore dawn yesterday.

FLEMMING ASKS

STATE, LOCAL GOVERNMENTS |; 


ADD 190, 000 T0 PAYROLLS 


| WASHINGTON, March 21 (AP) 
'— The number of Americans 
| working for federal, state and 
local governments increased by 
190,000 last year to 8,487,000. 

The Census Bureau said yes- 
terday that all the increase was 
accounted for by state and local 
governments. The number of 
federal employes dropped 6000 to 
2,399,000.. State employment was 
up 49,000 to 1,518,000 and the 
number of local government 
workers rose by 147,000 to 
4,570,000. 

Payrolls of all governments 
totaled $3,114,400,000, compared 
with $2,977,200,000 a year earlier. 

The federal payroll dropped 
by $18,700,000 to $1,072,700,000. 
State payrolls increased by $40,- 
500,000 to $505,800,000 while local 
payrolls increased by $115,400,- 
000 to $1,535,900,000. 


SHORTENING OF FLORISSANT 
MAYOR’S TERM IS UPHELD 


An ordinance shortening the 
present two-year term of Mayor 
Kenneth Clark of Florissant was 
held to be valid and constitu- 
tional in a ruling today by Cir- 
cuit .Judge Franklin Ferriss at 
Clayton. 

The Florissant City Council 
passed the ordinance last month 
over the mayor’s veto. It pro- 
vides for extension of city offices 
to four-year terms, beginning 
with an election April 5. Mayor 
Clark was elected last April. 

The mayor contended in a 
suit, filed in Judge Ferriss’s 
court, that cutting short his pres- 
ent term would violate his con- 
Sstitutional rights. He is seeking 
re-election and is opposed by 
Roy C. Nehrt, whom he defeated 
last year, and Magistrate James 
J, Eagan.

FILES FOR RE-ELECTION 


United States Representative 
Thomas B. Curtis (Rep.), Web- 
ster Groves, filed for re-election 
today in Jefferson City. He is 
serving his fifth term from the 
Second Missouri Congressional 
District. 

Curtis, 49 years old, is the 
only Republican in Missouri’s 
ll-member congressional dele- 
gation. 

No other Republican has filed 
against him, but there are four 
candidates for the Democratic 
nomination. These are Richard 
L. Carp of University City, Fred 
M. Joseph of Town and Country, 
Sidney B. Clanahan of Richmond 
Heights and Joseph A. Schwan 
of Affton.

17 WOMEN SURVIVE 
COLOMBIA AIR CRASH 


“BOGOTA, March 21 (AP) — 
Seventeen women survived the 
crash of a Colombian airliner 
which went down in a rainstorm 
with 46 Colombians aboard, 

The accident occurred Satur- 
day. The twin-engine C-46 was 
en route from San Andres island, 
a vacation resort off Nicaragua’s 
east coast, to Medellin, northwest 
Colombia. 

The pilot radioed that both en- 
gines had failed and he would 
try to glide to the airport at 
Planetarica, 140 miles north of 
Medellin. A motorist ee 
that he saw the plane flying low 
and shortly after heard 
crash in the nearby hills. 

Meanwhile, eight survivors of 
a Catalina flying boat which 
crashed in Colombia’s Meta de- 
partment a week ago were 
rescued from the jungle yester- 
day by helicopter of the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Sur- 


ey. 

All 14 persons aboard the 
plane survived the crash, but six 
died in the five days before the 
wreck was spotted and medical 
aid lowered. 

In neighboring Peru, a cargo 
plane with four persons aboard 
was missing and feared down in 
the mountainous Maranon river 
area, where there are no emer- 
gency landing fields. The plane, 
a DC-3 of the Faucett Airlines, 
was carrying freight from Picota 
to Trujillo.

tio of perhaps as high as 60 to 40 

was possible. 

In contrast to Humphrey in 
the skillful, high-level speeches 
he is making, Kennedy refrains 
from attacking Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon. The expecta- 
tion here is that Republicans 
who cross over to vote in the 
Democratic primary on April 5 
will contribute heavily to the 
Kennedy total. According to some 
estimates, as high as 20 per cent 
of all Republicans who vote will 
cast their ballots for a Demo- 
crat, the great majority of them 
conservatives out to do Hum- 
phrey in. Vice President Nixon 
is unopposed in the Republican 
primary. 

THIS IS ONE REASON why 
primaries, and particularly open 
end primaries, are a distorting 
mirror of party sentiment. But 


if Kennedy wins big in Wiscon- 
sin these qualifications will be 
overlooked. The euphoria of suc- 
cess, the image of popular ap- 
peal so shrewdly cultivated, will 
be enormously enhanced. 

Humphrey is determined to 
fight it out down to the last 
hour. But he must stake more 
and more on an ideological at- 
tack and this risks the alienation 
of otherwise loyal Democrats 
now and in November. 

For whatever it may portend, 
University of Wisconsin students 
at a mock Democratic conven- 
tion nominated Adlai Stevenson 
on the fourth ballot, with 1082 of 
the possible 1492 votes. It could 
mean, as many older and cagier 
Democrats have until recently 
been inclined to believe, that the 
two Senators are battling Wis- 
consin’s snow and ice all in vain, 

Kennedy is spending almost as 
much time in the state as Hum- 
phrey although, because he is 
entered in virtually every pri- 
mary except Florida and Califor- 
nia, he must spread himself out 
much thinner. On Friday — 
he flew from Superior, Wis., 
Pittsburgh for a morning con- 
ference with members of the 
Steelworkers Union arranged by 
the union president David Mac- 
Donald. 

THAT AFTERNOON he flew 
back to the state to speak at 
the Young Democratic state con- 
vention in Racine. He advocated 
a series of food banks in under- 
developed countries for storage 
of up to half of America’s sur- 
plus grains. Backers of Hume 
phrey, who addressed the con- 
vention on the previous night, 
were annoyed because they said 
Kennedy was stealing one of 
Humphrey’s ideas. 

Before appearing at Racine, 
Kennedy toured the Fisher Body 
division of the General Motors 
Corp. in Janesville. He then went 
to a reception at the Y.W.C.A. 
attended by an estimated 1000 
persons, an overflow crowd that 
spilled out into the street. Point- 
edly in relation to Humphrey’s 
plea to vote for a ‘“‘midwest 
progresssive.”” Kennedy said he 
was “not preaching the doc- 
trine of the Midwest versus other 
sections of the United States.” 

In other’.towns on the way 
to Racine sizable crowds turned 
out to greet him. The advance 
organization work of the Ken- 
nedy team is always done with 
great thoroughness. On Sunday 
he held a jammed reception. in 
Milwaukee and toured from 
neighborhood to neighborhood. 

Both Senators must keep one 
ear open for what is happens 
ing in the Senate in Washing- 
ton, They cannot afford to miss 
critical votes, particularly on the 
civil rights issue. Three times 
Humphrey has had to cancel ap- 
pearances in Wisconsin's Ninth 
District to fly back to the capi- 
tal, and nothing is more annoys 
ing to a campaigner’s' managers 
and backers than to have 2 
schedule wiped out.

Basic Fish Cookery Easy: 
It’s Those Extra 
Touches That Count

PITY THE POOR HOMEMAKER back in the days when fish 


supplies were available only to 


those who lived near the water. 


The period of fast and abstinence must have been a real problem 
then. Now even the Midwestern cook has her choice of the bounty 


of the sea and rivers. 


Modern transportation and handling methods bring fresh fish 


to our markets in excellent condition. 


Frozen fish, partially 


dressed right on the schooners, then packed in ice until they are 
brought ashore and immediately processed and frozen, “may be 
actually fresher than fish caught by an amateur fisherman who 
may ice them with less perfection than that of the commercial 


operation. 

Fish should be handled with 
equal care at home. When fresh 
fish is received from the mar- 
ket, it should be wrapped in 
moisture-proof paper or placed 


in a tightly covered dish and 


stored immediately in the re- 
frigerator. Packaged frozen fish 
should, of course, be kept solidly 
frozen, but once it thaws it 
should be used immediately. 
Never refreeze fish after it 
thaws. 


Frozen fillets, steaks and 
dressed fish may be cooked as 
if they were in the unfrozen 
form, allowing additional time 
for cooking. When fish are to 
be breaded or stuffed, it is more 
convenient to thaw them first 
for easier handling. It is best to 
thaw them in the refrigerator, 
holding them there only long 
enough to permit ease in prep- 
aration. 

Fish always should be pre- 
pared with loving care. Basic 
fish cookery is simplicity itself, 
but fish do need (and deserve) 


.special attention to seasonings 


and garnishes. 

Fundamental rules for cooking 
fish are: 

Avoid over-cooking. There is 
mo need to “tenderize’”’ fish by 
long, slow cooking as is neces- 
sary for some cuts of meat. It 
is cooked when the protein has 
coagulated and the small amount 
of connective tissue has been 
broken down; hence the cus- 
tomary directions to cook until 
it “flakes easily when tested 
with a fork.” Over-cooking 
causes fish to become dry. 

Consider fat content. Both fat 
and lean fish can be cooked by 
the same basic methods, but 


‘Jean fish require additional fat 
- during cooking to keep them 


moist and flavorful. 

Handle as little as possible. 
This advice applies both during 
and after cooking. Always re- 
member that the flesh of fish 
is tender and delicate. Turning 
the fish many times and moving 
it from one pan or dish to an- 
other several times before serv- 
ing tends to harm the appear- 
ance.

CLARE BOOTHE 


In an excellent article in the current McCall’s 
magazine, Clare Boothe Luce, a murderously ac- 
curate phrase-maker, calls television ‘Everyman’s 
Scheherazade” and titles her article part one—‘“‘A 
Thousand Nights of Terror and Violence.” There'll 
be another in the April issue. 


“Today there are 27 Westerns and 20 whodunits on the 
weekly program of the major networks,” Mrs. Luce writes. 
“For a thousand and more nights, from sea to shining sea, 
their chilling hordes have passed before the eyes of 42,- 
500,000 American families. Among their evil numbers are 
safeblowers, brain-blowers, convicts, extortioners, counter- 
feiters, blackmailers, thugs, gangsters, stool pigeons, hood- 
lums, savages, cattle rustlers, trigger happy cowpokes, lynch- 
ers, jailbreakers, adventurers, drunks, drug addicts, pushers, 
pads, panderers, pimps, housebreakers, home-breakers, ar- 
sonists, sadists, psychopaths, prostitutes, rapists, maniacs, 
and murderers—all the lice and scum, damned and doomed 
dregs of humanity, giving an advanced course for young and 
old in all the techniques of crime and the modes of violence.”’ 

It's a terrifying list and Mrs. Luce got it by doing what 
television critics seldom do and network executives and ad 
agency people never do—that is, look at the bread and but- 
ter programming—the programming that goes on year in 
year out, “Restless Gun” the year after, ‘‘Gunsmoke” in its 
twelfth year, the old movies in their thirtieth year. 


The Harris subcommittee recommends that fixing 
quiz programs be made a crime which is like out- 
lawing cattle rustling. It’s a good thought but the time 
for such action is past. If the Harris subcommittee 
wants to know what is really wrong with television, it 
ought to stop interviewing witnesses and look at that 
monstrous box for a week. 


When the uproar for better things was at its height, all 
the networks hastily promised one long public service program 
each of which was unabashedly designed as eyewash for the 
Harris committee. However, the networks have now. looked 
around and decided there is nothing further to fear. Already 
this little splash of culture is hurriedly being abandoned. 

CBS promised an hour-long program of public affairs— 
either culture or news documentary. This has been watered 
down to 26 weeks. NBC promised ‘“‘world wide 60,” a program 
of very high cultural aspiration, and this program is on the 
air, though its achievements are not up to its aims. ABC 
went its usual cynical way—making money. 


But the general level of programming has been changed 
not at all. The imbalance of the prog.am structure is getting 
worse rather than better and next fall, there are going to be 
far fewer specials which gave some respite to the cowboys 
and gangsters. It’ll be a crying bloody shame if the great 
quiz and payola scandal is allowed simply to die down, leaving 
the general program schedule in the hands of the old folks 
and the 12-year-olds which is where it is now.

Help for Asthma Victim 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

MY 6-YEAR-OLD SON has asthma. Last summer he had 
a great deal of trouble breathing in July, but was very well 
in June and August. 

“Skin tests revealed that he was allergic to dust, wool, 
pollen and a few foods which we have eliminated from his 
diet. 


“The allergy specialists prescribed weekly shots to 
desensitize his body to the allergens that affect him. My 
husband and | wonder if medicine taken by mouth would be 
as effective in curing asthma as the shots. It would be less 
bother than a weekly visit to the doctor, and easier for the 
boy. MRS, E. T.”" 

This letter has some points of interest to parents of 
every child with asthma. First and most important is to 
recognize that in the vast majority of cases the root of the 
trouble is allergy. True, there can be other causes of asthma, 
difficult breathing and wheezing, but especially among the 
young, we look for allergies. 


Medicines taken by mouth are used for asthma. 
They are extremely helpful at certain times, but 
they simply don’t do the same thing that desensitizing 
shots do, so there’s no use in trying to think of them 
as substitutes. 


Such medicines include the antihistamines, ephedrin prep- 
arations, steroid hormones, etc. Taken to suppress an attack 
of asthma, or hay fever, or other allergic attack, they are 
very useful and effective. 

These, I would say, are best kept for emergencies. They 
are powerful medicines too, and should be handled with 
respect. : 

But while they are very effective in an attack, they are 
not curative. They don’t do anything toward preventing 
future attacks. 


Desensitization by injections, on the other hand, 
helps to build up the patient’s defenses against allergy 
by giving very small doses of the offending sub- 
atances. In a sense, this is similar to protecting 
yourself against sunburn by gradually acquiring a 
coat of tan. Not exactly, but on that order. 


While this is a slow process, it brings long-term benefits, 
and desensitization by injection, I believe, is favored by most 
allergists, particularly for allergy to dust and pollen. 

There are some other suggestions which will be useful 
in cases like today’s, and I'll proceed with them tomorrow. 


Afflicted with arthritis? You may find relief if you 
foes the advice given in the pamphlet, “Don’t Quit 
Because of Arthritis.’

A CRISP BREEZE whipped 
the flag atop the 22-foot pole in 
the McLaughlin rear yard. Mike 
Miano shivered in the December 
chill. He watched the flag for 
a minute, a worried look cloud- 
ing his lange, dark, 6-year-old 
eyes. 

He turned to the white-haired 
man standing nearby. 


“Mr. McLaughlin,” the boy 
said, the words tumbling out, “I 
think the flag should be at half 
mast because Walter Williams 
died, and my mother said he 
was the last Civil War soldier, 
and President Eisenhower said 
that flags should be at half 
mast.”’ 


The white-haired man: looked 
into the thin, serious face. Then 
he said, “‘You’re right Mikey. 
Let’s you and I go take care 
of it. We'll take off our hats 
in honor of Mr. Williams, and 
you lower the flag to half mast.” 

The ropes were low enough on 
the flagpole so the boy could 
reach them. The two of them— 
the white-haired man and the 
little boy—removed their hats as 
the flag came to half staff. 

Joseph Aloysius McLaughlin 
hardly felt the chill wind on his 
face because of the warmth that 
this simple act kindled inside. 
To think that this small child 
could care enough to notice the 
position of the flag. 

To Joe McLaughlin, that was 
one of the most satisfying mo- 
ments of his 67 years, It was 
concrete proof that he was mak- 
ing headway at his self-imposed 
life’s project: Teaching children 
the meaning of the Stars and 
Stripes. 

The idea had been kicking 
around in his head for a long 
time. To Joe McLaughlin, it 
seemed that too many people 
took their country and its em- 
blem for granted. Children were 
growing into adulthood with no 
real understanding of their her- 
itage. 

The answer came to him last 
fall out of a fit of despondency. 

“We had just come home from 
my brother’s funeral,” he re- 
lated, “and I was depressed. I 
looked out in the rear yard. 
There was a golden sunlight 
shining in the yard, and I said 
to my sister, Mildred, ‘Let’s put 
up a flagpole.’ She said, ‘Okay, 
let’s get started.’ ”’ 

McLaughlin went out and 
bought two lengths of pipe, cou- 
pled them together, applied a 
coat of gray paint and attached 
"opes 


The children in McLaughlin’s 
south St. Louis neighborhood 
dropped by to watch him. He 
made no secret of what he was 
doing. The children wanted to 
help. 

“They dug the hole,” he said. 
“They took turns digging until 
they got to three feet. One of 
the littlest kids kept getting in 
the hole, and when her head 
came up to the top, we knew 
that was three feet. We set the 
pole in and poured concrete in 
the hole.” 

McLaughlin then gathered the 
youngsters together, fed them 
lemonade and ice cream and 
told them the purpose of the 
flagpole. 

“I said, ‘You’re all going to 
learn what this flag stands for. 
You’re going to raise the flag 
every morning and take it down 
at sunset.” I never dreamed 
they’d get so enthusiastic. They 
haven’t missed a day since we 
started, except when it was rain- 
ing. It’s amazing how they took 
to that flag.” 

Sixteen children from 3 to 
12 years old clamored for the 
honor of raising and lowering 
the flag. McLaughlin worked 
out a schedule assigning two 
children to the task each week- 
day and three on weekends. 

Promptly at 8 a.m., the chil- 
dren on duty appear in the Mc- 
Laughlin yard at 449 Dover 
place. They hoist the flag to 
the top of the pole, and go about 
their business. They return at

sunset to lower the banner, fold 
it as McLaughlin taught them, 
and deliver it to the youngsters 
who are on duty the ‘next day. 

The routine varies only on 
special occasions. The first of 
these occurred when the pole 
was dedicated last Sept. 11. Mc- 
Laughlin invited. everybody in 
sight, including Congressmen, 
Aldermen and neighbors. The 
Congressmen sent their regrets, 
and the neighbors sent their chil- 
dren, some 70 of them. 

The number tripled for the 
next occasion, George Washing- 
ton’s birthday. This time most 
of the youngsters brought their 
parents, Even McLaughlin was 
astounded at that crowd. A Ma- 
rine Corps color guard led a 
parade around the block, and 
short speeches. were delivered 
by Joe McLaughlin and Frank 
K. Harris, secretary of the Ca- 
rondelet Improvement Associa- 
tion. McLaughlin’s yard was too 
small to hold the throng. 

“Oh, brother,” McLaughlin 
said. ‘‘When I started this proj- 
ect, I thought if the kids in my 
neighborhood would learn the 
flag, I’d have accomplished a 
great thing. But when I looked 
out and saw them coming from 
all directions, it was more than 
I had ever hoped for.”’ 

Joe McLaughlin’s little project 
has attracted attention. He has 
received letters of praise from 
Vice President Richard M. Nix- 
on (“I feel that it would be a 
fine thing indeed for our younger 
citizens to take part in such a 
program as you suggest.’’), Mis- 
souri Attorney General John M. 
Dalton (‘‘This is a fine project 
and one that deserves the sup- 
port of all good citizens’’), and 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
(‘This is a delightful idea, and 
I am sure your ceremonies will 


be very meaningful and teach - 


the children the meaning of our 
national flag.’’). 

Strangers who have seen his 
picture on television or in the 
newspapers stop him on the 
street and say, “I know you. 
You’re the flag man.”’

THIS REMARKABLE hand oc- 
curred in the semifinal round of 
the 1958 Masters Team of Four 
championship. 

With only one hand to go in 
the 36-board match between the 
Roth and Fishbein teams, To- 
bias Stone (North) and Alvin 
Roth reached a sound grand 
slam on the bidding shown. 

But the contract was defeated 
when West led a spade in obedi- 
ence to East’s double and East 
ruffed the spade to set the slam 
one trick. 

The Fishbein team won the 
match by seven international 
match points. Had Roth made 
the grand slam, his team would 
have triumphed by seven IMPs. 

East’s double was convention- 
al. It called for West to make 


an unusual lead. Since the heart 
and diamond leads could both 
be regarded as natural on the 
bidding sequence, West led a 
spade. 

Although Roth and_ Stone 
were naturally depressed at the 
time, having reached an out- 
standingly fine contract which 
was defeated by freak distribu- 
tion, they thought there was a 
good chance the result would be 
duplicated when the same hand 
was played at the other table. 

But they were due for a shock 
when they learned later what 
had occurred when the Fishbein 


team’s North-South pair held 
the same cards. The bidding 
went: 

North East South West 
2 he Pass 3 fe _ Pass 
3 NT Pass Pass Pass 


East led a diamond and Hazen 
(North) had a sinking feeling 
when dummy came down and 
he saw what appeared to be 14 
tricks (six spades, six clubs, and 
two aces). But he cheered up a 
little when it turned out the 
spades were divided 40.

given him medals and citations. 
One group presented him with a 
50-star flag. 

Neighborhood organizations 
have asked him to speak on the 
flag, and he now spends sev- 
eral nights each week giving 
20-minute addresses on the 
meaning and proper display of 
Old Glory. 

Letters lauding his efforts 
pour into his home at the rate 
of 75 a week. 

Unknown to McLaughlin, 50 
children from the neighbor- 
hood signed a letter telling the 
Board of Aldermen of his good 
work, Last week, the board 
adopted a resolution praising 
Joe McLaughlin for his “out- 
standing Americanism.” 


All this recognition has left 
McLaughlin a little startled but 
far from speechiéss. Nobody 
ever accused him of having 
nothing to say. 

His raspy voice was well known 
around the old United Railways 
Co., where McLaughlin worked 
for 25 years. For eight years he 
served as supervisor of bridges 
for the city and later.as a con- 
struction engineer for the St. 
Louis Housing Authority. 

After he retired in 1957, florid- 
faced McLaughlin encountered 
competition from his sisters, 
Mildred and Rose. Chatty char- 
acters all, the three sometimes 
talk at the same time and tend 
to overwhelm a visitor with hos- 
pitality. 

The McLaughlins share their 
10-room house with two dogs, 
two parakeets, two canaries and 
countless antiques. The house 
was built 53 years ago by their 
father. They are the last of 
four sons and daughters, none 
of whom ever married, all of 
whom spent most of their lives 
in the Dover place house. 

McLaughlin has fired his sis- 
ters with enthusiasm for his 
flag-pole project. They help him 
to distribute literature, to an- 
swer mail and to entertain vis- 
itors, large and small, who are 


attracted by the patriotic fervor 
of Joe McLaughlin. 

Even strangers are inspired to 
lend a hand. There was the in- 
cident of the bell, for instance. 
As McLaughlin tells it: 

“I figured we ought to have 
a bell to ring when the flag goes 
up and when it comes down, a 
bell to ring for liberty and peace. 
I went all over town trying to 
get one. Finally I paid $10 for 
a bell, but it was no good. It 
didn’t ring loud enough. 

“Qne day some fellow said, 
‘Well, I'll get you a bell.’ So a 
few days later, I went out on the 
front porch and there was some- 
thing with a sack over it. I 
thought maybe it was a bomb. 
I took the sack off, and there 


was a bell. It was so big I had, 


to get my neighbor to help me 
carry it to the rear yard.” 

McLaughlin rigged up a stand 
for the bell, and now it is as 
much a part of the daily ritual 
as is the flag. The clear gong 
resounds throughout the neigh- 
borhood twice a day, pealing out 
the message of peace and lib- 
erty.

Nationwide Slum Crisis 


NEW YORK, March 21. 

I HAVE JUST RECEIVED some rather startling and even 
shocking material on a crisis which faces the cities of our 
nation as a result of the deteriorating slum conditions that 
exist almost everywhere. I think all of us should become 
more aware of this crisis than we seem to be at present. 

New York City alone, for example, has 7000 acres of slums, 
with some ofthe worst areas in Harlem. If the density of 
jthe population of Harlem were applied throughapt | 1 Gity, 
jal the people of tie United Stdtes would be housed in’ Man- 
hattan! 

Various factors have contributed to the worsening of 
slum conditions in our cities. Those who can afford to get 
away from the big cities, for example, move to the suburbs, 
and in recent years the greatest migration throughout our 
country has been of this kind. The result is that the city 
dwellers who are left behind are more and more going to 
be predominantly in the low-income group. And of this group, 
the larger proportion are non-white. 


Washington, D.C. is already more than 50 per 
cent non-white. In six years the Los Angeles non- 
white population increased 45 per cent, while the white 
pupulation increased only 12 per cent. New York’s 
non-white population is up 41 per cent as against a 
six per cent increase in its white population. 


Hence the slum problem is becoming one of the really 
serious problems of the United States, and it had better be 
faced by all city dwellers. What it means is that we have to 
modernize all of our cities, and the best place to start is 
with the slums. Today we haye 22,000,000 slum dwellers in 
our cities as against 20,000,000 farmers. Our Federal ex- 
penditure per farm family is $3000 per year as against $84 
spent On the slum family. Again, studies just completed in 
the public schools of Atlanta show that students from the 
slums perform 30 per cent below their natural capacity, com- 
pared with those trom average homes. In other words, squalor 
seems to slow down their natural abilities and talents, and it 
is hard to teach children who are hungry, cold and poorly clad. 


America has more than 5,000,000 people in slums 
with gross incomes of less than $2000 a year. Since 
most of the income is used for food, clothing and 
medicine, they cannot afford to pay the rent which 
private capital would require to provide adequate 
shelter. The only answer yet found is to build public 
housing for the low income groups. But to this one 
constantly hears the reply: “There is no money in 
housing the poorest people well; there is money in 
housing them ill.” Slum landlords therefore continue 
to take a 30 per cent return on slum housing. As a 
result, taxes will go up in cities because the poorer 
people remaining need more public services. 


It is time we faced this whole problem squarely. We 
will get poorer and poorer citizens unless we change the 
housing in which they spend their childhood, and this can 
only be done by clearing out the slums of our big cities. 
The health of the future city dwellers and the health of our 
whole country depends on providing young people with an 
environment in which they can grow instead of deteriorating.

STILL WORKING on income 
taxes, and very grateful for the 
appropriate lines by Robert 
Frost sent me recently by a 
friend: 

Never ask of money spent 
Where the spender thinks it went 
Nobody was ever meant 

To remember or invent 

What he did with every cent. 

I wonder if Mr. Frost ever 
tried to substitute that verse for 
an income tax declaration. Prob- 
ably not. 

It always has been my belief 
that women were fundamentally 
unscrupulous. Not dishonest, just 
unscrupulous. The most biddable | 
little girl, the most idealistic 
teen-ager, the most exemplary 
wife, is secretly saying ‘Oh, — 
pooh!’’ even while she conforms, 
if she does conform. 


It isn’t that women are lack- 
ing in a sense of right or 
wrong. They have a highly de- 
veloped sense of justice; they 
often see more clearly than 
men do where justice lies, and 
they will cut right through the 
red tape with which men love 
to entangle themselves to the 
point of strangulation.

women. 

I have seen good women—and 
I mean women who were deeply 
good—do shocking things with a 
blandness and a feeling of com- 
plete justification that left the 
men of their family baffled.
